2. citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-14 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(4) because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest 
the claimed invention. The methods have industrial applicability as clinical assays. 

The closest prior art, McGraw et al. teaches the use of a receptor having single nucleotide polymorphisms at nucleotides 46 
and 79. McGraw et al. neither teaches nor suggests the claimed use of a beta-2 adrenergic receptor having a polymorphism 
at position 491 . Also McGraw does not teach or suggest the use of the He 164 receptor in view of the unexpected property 
of reduced exosite binding and shorter duration of action to the beta-agonist salmeterol used in disease treatment.
